The poison of fatigne is of the same 
chemical nature and is as truly deadly 
if it is created more rapidly than the 
blood can carry it pff.

CO grammar school children who •were 
to take part in a written examination of 
2% honra Before entering upon the 
Btraiii which such an examination must 
necosar.ri ly bo each child was instructed 
to lift as much as he could with the 
dynamometer. ThiH was done to test the 
muscular strength of each pnpil before 
the examination. 


After the work in the schoolroom was 


ended the children wero again told to 
lift as much ns possible in tho same 
way. 
It was found that, with one or 


two exceptions, they could not lift as 
much by several pounds as they had 
lifted before the examination.

Views of Scientists Who Differ With Har- 


vey's Theory on Their Kel&tions. 


Do you know that some of the very 


best physicians in the land are far from 
being satisfied that tho heart is the or- 
gan which causes the blood to''circulate 
in the veins and arteries? Tho theory of 
Harvey, which maintains that the im- 
pulsive stroke of tho heart is "the cole 
motive power," is disputed by .persona 
who know more about blood circulation 
in a minute than he ever did in his life, 
Various causes for tho phenomena of 
blood circulation are assigned by the 
Different students of the subject, but 
the majority of those) who differ from 
Harvey say that tho true nuuse of circu- 
lation is to bo found in respiration, 
That function brings carbon into the 
lungs. TJiis carbon mixes with the i 
venous blood, the mixture forming the 
true fuel of animal life. The oxygen 
which is also taken into the hings \vitb 
every breath iniujjlta with the carbon, 
and a slow form of combustion ensues. 
Wherever combustion is going on he.at 
is evolved. In this case tho hsat is com- 
municated to tho blood, which is about 
seven-eighths water. 


The luugs being in partial vacno and 


having a temperature of at least 35 de- 
grees above that required to change wa- 
ter into vapor (when the water in ques- 
tion is in u complete vacuum), steam is 
gujieruted. This enlarges the volume of 
ti:o blood and exerts a specific force. 
Tho valves on tho right side of the heart 
clo.-io against this force, while those on 
tliB left open to give it free passage. 
Thu:j, according to this theory, tho true 
motive power is produced which first 
causes and then keeps up thecirculation 
of tho blood. 


When thin theory is elaborated, it ia, 


very conclusively proved that tho heart 
lias nothing vi'hatevcr to do vrith iJie 
circuhuioa of tho blcod but to deter- 
iniiiC', by itfi valves, the course .of the 
current and, by tho mechanical force 
of tho stroke, to equalize the flow.—St. 
Louis Republic. 


Qneer Hainan Beings. 


Au island in the gulf of California is 


inhabited by queer human .beings. Tho 
Ceris, without doubt, are one of the 
most interesting tribes of aborigines to 
bo found on this hemisphere. They are 
anid to have fair skins and blue eyes 
and bear no resemblance whatever to 
the Indian tribes of the mainland or of 
the peninsula. In former days they 
made excursions upon the mainland 
spreading havoc along the coast, but in 
later years they have kept .closely to 
their island home. They are extremely 
fierce and warlike nnd use venomed ar 
rows in fighting. The island is known 
to bo very mountainous, with innurner- 
nble nigged canyons and gorges, where 
the Indians ambush and Tvbioh renders 
subduing them almost nn irflpossibility. 
Beyond the fact of the existence of the 
Ceris tribe very little is known. Their 
habits and language are said to be pe- 
culiar to themselves, while their origin 
is a subject of conjecture. The island 
shows no sign of vegetation from the 
golf, and their method of gaining a sub- 
sistence is unknown. Skippers cruising 
in those waters carefully avoid this is- 
land peopled with blue eyed savages, 
and its rugged outlines, which loom tip 
in the gulf, are shrouded in mystery.—
